EDITORIALS» 


WANTED—A As is generally 


CODE OF known, physi- 
PHARMACEU-_ cians are guided 
TICAL ETHICS.. in their profes- 

sional __ relation- 
ship by a code of ethics which is of 
great antiquity and which is, in a 
measure, lived up to by the profes- 


sion. It cannot be denied that the 


adoption of a code does prompt the 
attempt to carry out. the principles 
laid down in it. Medical ethics is 
furthermore taught in the majority of 
the leading medical colleges. We feel 
that the time is ripe for the adoption, 
by the pharmacists of the land, of a 
code of ethics or action, which should 
govern the pharmacist in his profes- 
sional labors. In fact a course in 
pharmaceutical ethics should be given 
in every College of Pharmacy. This 
code should comprise the following: 


1.—The proper relationship of the phar- 


macist to those whom he is called upon 
to serve—the sick, 


2.—The relationship of the pharmacist 


to the sister profession—medicine. 
3.—A proper recognition of the profes- 
sion of pharmacy. 


We believe that the adoption of a 
code of ethics would make the phar- 
macist see more and more clearly that 
there is more than a mere business 


side to pharmacy. The true worth of 
pharmacy would become more and 
more apparent to him and he would 
appreciate more fully the service he 
owes to the community in which he 
is located. In order that a code may 
have recognition it must be adopted 
by the druggists as a whole. We 


would suggest that the American 


Pharmaceutical Association take this 
matter up at the Nashville meeting 
in September. 
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A VERY On May 22nd, the 
MEAN TRICK. druggists of San 
Jose decided to 


close their stores out of respect and 
consideration for the visiting delegates 
to the State convention. All stores but 
one were closed. This one store, “THE 
BIG BUSY REXALL STORE,” kept 
its doors open all day and took ad- 
vantage of the occasion to do a little 
special advertising, offering “Free Sil- 
ver Souvenirs” to its customers. Now, 
we believe in business enterprise, and 
we furthermore believe that a certain 
amount of astuteness displayed in com- 
petition is tolerable and excusable, but 
plain ordinary mean trickery is never 
excusable and is at all times deserving 
of contempt. Had the BIG REXALL 
STORE of San Jose stated that they 
had decided to keep one of their stores 
open, out of consideration for the pos- 
sible emergency case that might have 
arisen during the day, we would have 
only words of commendation for them, 
but no mention is made in their special 
advertisement which appeared in the 
San Jose Mercury of any desire to 
meet the requirements of the unfortu- 
nates that might be overtaken by acci- 
dent or sickness. The ad said “Open 
for business all day—free prompt de- 
livery.” Not only one store, but both. 


The San Francisco Wholesale Drug 
Houses were well represented at the 
San Jose meeting of the California 
Pharmaceutical Association. This is 
as it should be. If the Pharmacists of 
California hope to accomplish any- 
thing, through their State association, 
they must invite all men and women 
that are keenly interested in phar- 
macy, to join and take an active part. 

A misguided one introduced a reso- 
lution at the San Jose meeting to the 
effect that membership in the C. Ph. 
A. should be limited to proprietors 
of stores. The adoption of such a 
resolution would mean the death of 
the organization. Inside of two years 
the society would be deader than a 


door-nail, and properly so. The 
adoption of such a resolution would 
indicate narrow-mindedness and all 
narrow-mindedness is doomed to cer- 
tain death. 


As long as druggists harp on the 
“profit” string, to the exclusion of all 
other strings, they cannot hope to 
raise the status of pharmacy, nor can 
they hope to get better professional 
recognition or professional recognition 
of any kind. Remember that there 
are other matters of interest to phar- 
macy, besides figuring out how to 
make larger profit on your invest- 
ment. | 


We would suggest that the work of 
the California Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion be arranged under three divisions 
or sections, namely, scientific or profes- 
sional pharmacy, commercial or business 
pharmacy, and legal or legislative phar- 
macy. This would prevent to some ex- 
tent, at least, the tendency to one-sided- 
ness in the Association. 

It is evident that the work of the 
C. Ph. A. Convention cannot be done 
in a few general sessions. At the San 
Jose meeting the sessions were over- 
crowded with work, and much was left 
undone because there was not time to 
attend to it. Four days should be de- 
voted to the meetings and three ses- 
sions should be held each day, one in 
the forenoon, one in the afternoon and 
one in the evening. 

The San Jose Pharmacists certainly 
did things well for the California dele- 
gates to the convention. We have no 
hesitation in pronouncing the San Jose 
meeting the most harmoniously suc- 
cessful in the history of the Associa- 
tion.

SEVENTH ANNUAL MEETING 
OF THE CALIFORNIA PHAR- 
MACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION. 


The members of the Association, 


with their families and their friends, _ 


began to arrive on Monday, May 19th, 
and early morning of the 20th. The 
Reception Committee met all incom- 
ing trains to greet the arrivals and to 
direct them to the Headquarters, the 
Hotel Vendome. 
sions in the forenoon, the time up to 
2 p. m. being devoted to renewing old 
acquaintances and making new ones. 
There were over 300 delegates, in- 
clusive of family members, in attend- 
ance. The following is a brief sum- 
mary of the three days’ activities, giv- 
ing them in the order in which they 
occurred. | 


Tuesday, May 20, 1913. 


The Convention was called to order 
at 2 p. m., in the large assembly hall 
of the Hotel Vendome, by President 
E. A. Baer of San Francisco. The 
following speeches of welcome with 
responses were made: 


Thomas Monahan, Mayor of the city 
of San Jose, welcomed the guests. 
He spoke in part as follows: “The 
men and women following your pro- 
fession represent the highest type of 
American citizenship and you are in 
position to do much good to human- 
ity. We are glad to have you with 
us and we trust that your delibera- 
tions will be both interesting and 
profitable. There is much to be 
gained by counsel. I am a native of 
San Jose and am proud of the city 
and the good people that dwell there- 
in. I believe that when Adam and 
Eve were expelled from the Garden 
of Eden, all its beauty and attractive- 
ness was transferred to the Santa 
Clara Valley. I hope your stay will 
be an enjoyable one and that you will 
take the opportunity to see all sec- 


There were no ses- 


tions of the county. Our homes and 
our hearts are open to you.” 
_ The response to the Mayor’s wel- 
come was made by Prof. Frank T. 
Green, the second Vice-President of 
the Association. He said he felt quite 
sure that he voiced the feelings of 
the members of the California Phar- 
maceutical Association who were 
from different sections of the State, 
in saying that the delegates are 
pleased to be here and declared that 
the Garden City is like some rare 
gem set in the Golden State of Cali- 
fornia. “It will soon be a Seaport 
City and we are always glad to wel- 
come her as a sister city of San 
Francisco.” 

Mr. Brooks, secretary of the San 
Jose Chamber of Commerce, in the 
absence of the President, EF. N. Rich- 


mond, extended the welcome of that 


famed booster organization of San 
Jose. He said in part: “Just one 
year ago when this Association con- 
vened in Del Monte, an effort was 
made to bring the 1913 Convention 
to San Jose and we won by one vote. 
We promised to provide many things 
for the entertainment of the delegates 
and their families and we now pro- 
pose to prove to you that we have 
made good our promise. Santa Clara 
Valley is perhaps one of the three 
most beautiful valleys in the world, 
and we have selected the most beau- 
tiful spot in this valley, namely, Sara- 
toga Springs, where you are to be 
Barbecued on Thursday. Our peo- 
ple have faith, not only in San Jose 
and the Santa Clara Valley, but in 
the entire State of California, and we 
are glad to have you with us to en- 
joy the beautiful spot, our salubrious 
climate, our charming scenery and 
our hospitality.” 

Charles L. Barrington of San Jose 
made the response to Mr. Brooks and 
said in part: “You have listened to 
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the words of our Mayor, to the sec- 
retary of our Chamber of Commerce 
and the glowing words of my old 
friend, Prof. Green. It is certainly 
a pleasure to welcome you all to the 
Garden City. You are all members 
of the same profession and we recog- 
nize that all of you have done your 
duty in the enforcement of the Pure 
Drugs Act and certainly the enforce- 
ment of the pure drugs laws redounds 
to the credit of pharmacists. I trust 
that your stay with us may be both 
pleasant and profitable.” 

District Attorney Free was the 
next speaker, who stated that as the 
county’s prosecuting official he would 
see that the visitors had a “square 
deal,’ and promised to proceed against 
the local committee for misrepresenta- 
tion if all the promises made to the 
delegates in the entertainment line are 
not fully redeemed. 


Mr. Free called attention to the cli- 
matic advantages of the Santa Clara 
valley and enumerated many of the 
resources and principal assets of the 
county. “We have the largest seed 
farm in the world, we have the largest 
quicksilver mines, and the State nor- 
mal school is one of the finest in Cali- 
fornia, while we have some of the 
best equipped grammar school build- 
ings to be found anywhere. In Alum 
Rock park you can embrace the op- 
portunity of drinking five different 
kinds of mineral water, and we can 
take you to the world-famous Lick 
observatory, where the ladies can have 
the. pleasure of viewing ‘the lady in 
the moon.’ At our very door is the 
College of the Pacific, which is pos- 
sessed of one of the finest conserva- 
tories of music in the State, and near 
at hand is the Agnew State hospital 
for the insane, where you will have 
an insight into what the State is do- 
ing to take care of those unfortunates 
bereft of reason. We also have with- 
in the county the Stanford University, 
the largest endowed institution of 
learning in the United States. We 
can show you immense stretches of 


orchards, growing all kinds of fruits; 
we have extensive alfalfa fields and 
large milk farms. 

“It is certainly a good thing for 
you to have an organization of this 
kind to elevate the standards of your 
profession and I hope at some future 
time you may come this way again.” 

Mr. Vogelsang, Commissioner of 
the Panama-Pacific International Ex- 
position, was most opportunely pres- 
ent, and was introduced as “the sil- 
ver-tongued orator of the 1915 Expo- 
sition.” He spoke of the activities of 
the Panama-Pacific Exposition, stat- 
ing that the commission had assumed 
a tremendous task. 


“You in California,” said Mr. Vogel- 
sang, “should know something of 
what we are doing in San Francisco 
to further the Exposition, for it be- 
longs to every man, woman and child 
who lives in California. The opening 
of the great canal which the Exposi- 
tion will commemorate means a won- 


derful impetus to the commerce of the 


Pacific coast and we are planning an 
exposition the people of California 
will be proud of, although our own 
people have not quite awakened to the 
responsibilities before them. The Ex- 
position is farther advanced in a phys- 
ical sense by one year than any other 
Exposition ever held. One year pre- 
vious to the opening of the world’s 
fair in St. Louis not an acceptance 
had been received from a foreign gov- 
ernment to exhibit, but with the open- 
ing of the San Francisco Exposition 
two years away we have the accept- 
ance of 27 foreign governments and 36 
States while 1500 exhibitors have been 
listed as well as thousands of conces- 
sions. ‘The world understands that 
the Exposition is to be world-wide in 
its scope and it is going to give a 
tremendous uplift in the world’s his- 
tory. It is going to be man’s greatest 
physical achievement and the greatest 
Exposition in all history—the most 
unique, the most wonderful and the 
most artistically beautiful.” 

The welcomes and the responses 
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thereto being completed, the Conven- 
tion proceeded to business. The read- 
ing of the minutes of the last annual 
meeting (Del Monte) was next called 
for but, on motion, this formality was 
dispensed with as all members were 
already familiar with this report. The 

presentation of communications and 
the reports of standing committees 
were next in order. 

Chas. B. Whilden, chairman of the 
membership committee, reported 299 
members in good standing. The fol- 
lowing new members were proposed 
and admitted into the Association by 
vote of the Association :

1. Telegram from A. L. Leber of Oak- 
land, who expresses his regrets at not be- 
ing able to be present. 

2. Lettergram from H. J. Finger of 
Santa Barbara, who also expressed regrets 
at not being able to be present and take 
part in the discussions, and hope for a 
profitable meeting. 

3. <A letter from J. J. Rahill, secretary 
of the Cutter Laboratory, Berkeley, Cal., 
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extending good wishes and a donation of 
$25.00 for the use of the Association. The 
Cutter Laboratory was given a vote of 
thanks for the gift. 

4. N. Schwartz, secretary of the San 
Francisco Retail Druggists’ Association, 
extended the good wishes of that body. 

5. A letter from the Women’s Pharma- 
ceutical Association of the Pacific Coast, 
naming the delegates to the Convention, 
was read. 

6. A letter from C,. H. B. Lewis of Los 
Angeles, extending good wishes. 

7.. Greetings and suggestions from Dr. 
J. H. Beal, General Secretary of the Amer- 
ican Pharmaceutical Association. This was 
more in the nature of a report as it con- 
tained many valuable suggestions. 

8. A letter from Dr. H. M. Whelpley, 
editor of “Meyer Brothers’ Druggist” of 
St. Louis, offering three prizes consisting 
of free subscription to the journal. The 
offer was accepted and the awarding re- 
ferred to a committee. 

9. S. H. Wagner of San Jose tendered 
his resignation as member in the Asso- 
ciation. The resignation was not accepted. 
Mr. Wagner was made an honorary mem- 
ber instead. 


10. A letter was read calling attention 


to the progress and status of the Drug- 


gists’ National Home and asking for aid 
and endorsement. 


Frank T. Green, chairman of the Inter- 
national Pharmaceutical Congress Com- 
mittee, reported progress. On motion of 
Mr. Whilden, matters pertaining to the 
Exposition and Conventions were referred 
to the 1914 committee. A report from the 


Kansas Druggists urged co-operation in 
the matter of price protection. 


A letter from Dr. A. S. Musante of 
San Francisco was read. The writer 
extended good wishes and urged fa- 
vorable action on certain resolutions 
submitted by the San _ Francisco 
County Medical Society, urging the 
alternate closing of drug stores on 
Sundays. This resolution was next 
submitted and, on motion, was or- 
dered placed on file. 

President E. A. Baer called First 
Vice-President J. A. Sanford of Stock- 
ton to the chair while he delivered 
his presidential address. Mr. Baer 


‘called attention to the natural re- 


sources of the Santa Clara valley and 
commended highly the association of 
San Jose druggists with the Chamber 
of Commerce. He called attention to 
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the attempted vicious legislation at 
Sacramento this year, referring espe- 
cially to the Birdsall Bill. He ex- 
pressed it as his belief that no change 
was required in the present pharmacy 
law. He made special mention of the 
Women’s Pharmaceutical Association 
of the Pacific Coast, speaking of the 
rapid growth of this organization and 
the good work it was doing and the 
good influence it was having upon 
higher pharmacy. Sunday closing 
was mentioned and the hope was ex- 
pressed that the good beginnings 
made along that line would continue 
to spread until all drugstores would 
be closed all Sunday. He urged the 
formation of a branch of the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Association and 
recommended that the salary of the 
secretary be increased from $100 per 
year to $250 per year. 


On motion of Mr. I. Beck of San 
Francisco, a committee of three was 
appointed to act on the recommenda- 
tions contained in the presidential ad- 
dress. Dr. J. H. Dawson, Prof. A. 
Maas and J. A. Hughes were named 
on this committee, and were instruct- 
ed to report at a later session. Next 
on the program was a paper by Mrs. 
E. E. Patterson of San Jose. This 
paper created considerable interest. 
She said that the drug business was 
revolutionized, that the old time phar- 
macy was no longer a success. Phar- 
macy laws, patent medicines, proprie- 
tary medicines, Christian Science, etc., 
etc., interfered with the business of 
pharmacy. The most successful drug- 
gist is the one who puts up his own 
preparations. Incidentally she men- 
tioned the fact that 50 tons of Beech- 
ams’ Pills are sold in one year. She 
advised cutting out the patent and 
proprietary remedies and putting up 
your own preparations to take the 
place of the disagreeable, inactive and 
adulterated fake remedies which drug- 
gists are compelled.to handle without 
profit or even at a financial loss. Sell- 
ing on the “Money Back” plan was 


advised and to give full value for 


money received. Mrs. Patterson fur- 
ther declared that the pharmacist who 
adhered strictly to ethical lines would 
not endure long. “We are all in for 
the money and the pharmacist who 
says he is not, needs a prescription. 
Let the little watchword ‘profit’ be 
your guiding star.” Mrs. Patterson 
was granted a vote of thanks for her 
very highly appreciated paper. 

G. Binz of Los Angeles moved that 
the paper read by Mrs. E. E. Patter- 
son be received and ordered published. 
Considerable discussion followed, led 
by Mr. G. H. P. Lichthardt of Sacra- 
mento, who stated that he had carried 
a line of his own manufacture for a 
number of years. Mr. I. Beck stated 
that the use of sera was responsible 
for a considerable decrease in pre- 
scription work. 

The paper by Claxton Smith, enti- 
tled “The Origin of Pharmacy,” in 
the absence of the author, was read 
by title. Next on the program was a 
paper by C. M. Twining of the Cutter 
Laboratory, in which he explained the 
nature of immunity and susceptibility 
to disease and the nature of sera as 
well as their action in the treatment 
of disease. This was one of the most 
interesting papers of the entire meet- 
ing. 

After listening to more committee 
reports and a discussion of dues and 
delinquencies, the meeting adjourned 
outside of the building where the of- 
ficial photographer proceeded to take 
a panoramic view of the delegates in 


attendance. ‘This concluded the first 


session. 


In the evening a concert was given, 
followed by a reception and dance. 
The concert lasted from 7 to 9 p. m. 
The reception and dance from 9 p. m. 
on. The function was under the su- 
pervision of Miss P. Pellerano, Mrs. 
E. S. Oberdeener and Mrs. E. H. 
Baker. The concert was in charge of 
Miss Pellerano and consisted of the 
following numbers: 

Selections from the “Love Tales of 
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Hoffman,” by D’Ablaing orchestra; 


vocal solos, “I Attempt From Love’s 


Sickness to Fly” (Burtell), and “Lady 
Moon” (Bruhn), by Chester Herold; 
violin solo, “Scene de Ballet” (De 
Beriot), by Miss Harriet Patterson; 
vocal solo aria from “Sampson and 
Delilah” (St. Saens), by Miss. P. Pel- 
lerano; selection, “Sextet from Lucia 


di Lammermoor” (Verdi), by D’Ab- 


laing orchestra; concluding with a 


comic song by W. Rogers. The num-- 


bers were heartily encored. 

As is usual, the “reception. and 
dance” meant “dance,” and the dance 
was immensely enjoyed by those who 
dance, but was considered a most tire- 
some affair by those who did not 
dance. Refreshments were _ served. 
This concluded the doings of the first 
day. 


Wednesday, May 2 1—Forenoon. 
The day’s work began early. The 


ladies were given an automobile ride. 
immediately after breakfast. The trip 


included a visit to the State Normal 
School, Alum Rock Park and other 
points of interest. Luncheon was 
served at the Country Club, after 
which the party made the home trip, 
arriving at the Hotel Vendome about 
1 p. m. 

The Convention was called to order 
at 9:30 p. m. by President E. A. Baer. 
Reports of committees were in order. 
Bruce Philip, chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee, outlined the work of 
the year. He stated that the voting 
by referendum was expensive and 
should not be indulged in more than 
was absolutely necessary. Meetings of 
the committee were also expensive to 
the members, for which reason meet- 
ings should be called only when some 
business of importance was to be 
transacted. He called especial at- 
tention to the importance of meet- 
ings just before the meeting of the 
State Legislature. 


Some discussion followed the re- 
port of this committee in which Mr. 


Reese, Mr. Beck and President Baer 


took part. The report of the commit- 
tee was adopted and the committee 
discharged with thanks.» 


Prof. F. T. Green, in the absence 
of E. T. Off, chairman, presented the 
report of the Legislative Committee. 
Mr. D. R. Rees of San Francisco, in 
commenting upon the work of the 
Legislative Committee, and the aid 
that the committee had received from 
members, called especial attention to 
the efficient work by Mr. Harry Kirk 
of Sacramento. J. A. Sanford called 
attention to the efficiency of some of 


the members of the State Legislature, 


mentioning especially Dr. Howard A. 
Peairs of Los Angeles. 
Miss Clarissa M. Roehr, chairman 


of the Committee on Papers, next. 


presented her report, which was 
adopted and the committe discharged. 

J. A. Sanford then presented the 
report of the U. S. P. and N. F. 
Committee. He expressed it as his 
opinion that strict or ethical phar- 


macy was gaining rather than losing, 


and suggested that a distinction be 
made between drug shops and phar- 
macies, between ethical or profes- 
sional pharmacy and commercial phar- 
macy. This opinion was concurred 
in by other delegates. The discus- 
sion drifted into a heated exchange 
of ideas regarding instruction in Ma- 
teria Medica in colleges of medicine. 

Dr. L. C. Morgan of San Fran- 
cisco, formerly instructor in the De- 
partment of Medicine of the Uni- 
versity of California, declared that 
the instruction was very unsatisfac- 


- tory as far as materia medica was 


concerned. Mr. I. Beck thought it 
would be an excellent idea to inform 
the Deans of medical colleges of this 
deficiency and urge upon them to 
add to the curriculum accordingly. 

Dr. Albert Schneider of San Fran- 
cisco explained that attempts «had 
been made to reach the medical col- 
leges through the American Medical 
Association, urging better courses in 
materia medica, and that there was 
some slight indication of improve- 
ment in that regard. 
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Dr. Haydn M. Simmons of San 
Francisco outlined the courses in 
materia medica as they were now 
taught in the majority of colleges and 
suggested desirable changes. Others 
who took part in this discussion were 
G. H. P. Lichthardt of Sacramento, 
Dr. Joseph Herb of San Francisco, 
Bruce Philip of Oakland, Prof. F. T. 
Green of San Francisco and K. B. 


Bowerman of San Francisco. ‘The 


discussion also brought out a strong 
sentiment in favor of legitimate medi- 
cine and pharmacy and the discarding 
of useless and obsolete drugs and 
medicines. | 

The report by the ‘Treasurer 
showed a balance on hand of $55.11. 
To publish the proceedings of last 
year cost the Association $280.00. 
The total expenses for the year were 
$737.75. There is no adequate fund 
available for legislative and lobbying 
purposes. The lobbying expenditures 
were met this year by private sub- 
scriptions, some giving as high as 
$100.00. 

Next on the program was a paper 
by J. A. Sanford on “The History 
of a Rubber Band.” Mr. Sanford 
called attention to the attrocities 
practiced on the rubber plantations in 
Africa, and after the reading of the 
paper he introduced a resolution rec- 
ommending that the C. Ph. A. co- 
operate with the British Government 


in the suppression of the rubber plan- 
tation atrocities. 


A paper by Mr. Arthur Reum, en- 
titled “The Value of Ash Determina- 
tion in Detecting Adulteration in 
Drugs,’ was read by Prof. F. W. 
Nish. This was a very interesting 
paper and is a valuable addition to 
our present conception of the quality 
and purity of vegetable drugs. 

A paper by Dr. E. Goodman, enti- 
tled “Dispensing by Physicians and 
Counter-Prescribing,’. was read by 
Miss. Clarissa M. Roehr. 

Dr. Joseph Herb ‘read a paper on 
“Syrup of White Pine Compound,” 
which proved to be a most instructive 


addition to our knowledge of the 
manufacture of this well-known ar- 
ticle. This concluded the forenoon 
session. 


Wednesday, May 21—Afternoon. 


The meeting was called to order at 
2:30 p.m. First on the program was 
a paper by Hugh Craig, Associate 
Editor of the Druggists’ Circular, en- 
titled “Professional Side Lines,” read 
by Miss Roehr. This was a most in- 
teresting paper but the title was mis- 
leading to many. The writer advised 
microscopical and bacteriological work 
as suitable side lines for the compe- 
tent pharmacist. This recommenda- 
tion is in harmony with the modern 
trend in professional pharmacy. Dr. 
A. Schneider stated that in his esti- 
mation a three or four years’ course 
in a well equipped college of phar- 
macy would be necessary to qualify 
for such professional side lines. 

Mr. G. W. Gaskill gave a most in- 
teresting talk on synthetic oils and 
perfumes, explaining the chemistry 
and the methods of manufacture in- 
volved. At the conclusion of his 
talk, he distributed free samples of 
synthetic perfumery. 

Mrs. R. E. White read a_ short 
paper entitled “Stamps and Stamp 
Machines,” which created considera- 
ble discussion, participated in by 
Bruce Philip, Charles B. Whilden, C. 
L. Morgan and I. Beck. The con- 
sensus of opinion was that the hand- 
ling of stamps by the pharmacists 
was to be considered in the nature of 


legitimate as well as desirable draw- 


ing of trade to the store, and that a 
stamp should be sold with the same 
courteous consideration as a regular 
stock article. 


At this juncture the meeting ad- 
journed to witness the entertainment 
provided on the grounds of the Hotel 
Vendome. The function was under 
the supervision of Mrs. E. B. Laugh- 
lin, who on behalf of the local ladies’ 
auxiliary presented Dr. Margaret 
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Schallenberger, principal of the nor- 
mal training school, with a beautiful 
Florentine vase. Ice cream was 
served in miniature flowerpots adorned 
with bright-colored blossoms, and the 
following program was rendered, as- 
sisted by the high school orchestra 
under the direction of Professor Her- 
man EF. Owen: Song, “California” ; 
dance, “Sylphette Polka”; spring 
dance by high school girls; singing 
games, “Jolly Is the Miller”; fancy 
dances, normal] students under the di- 
rection of Miss Davis, physical di- 
rector in the normal school; songs, 
“The Swallows” (Cowan), “Boat 
Song” (Ware), “Thou Brilliant Bird” 
(David), Mrs. Therese Oliver Pixley, 
with Mrs. Dwight Ross accompanist; 
fancy dance, Janette Booksin; singing 
games, “Oats, Peas, Beans and Barley 
Grow”; Maypole dances; fancy dance, 
Frances James; song questions; reci- 
tation, Master Henry Davison ; music, 
high ScHoo! orchestra. 


Immediately after the lawn party 
the convention re-convened and pro- 
ceeded to unfinished business. Bills 
affecting pharmacy presented at the 
last State Legislature, were discussed, 
and finally the entire matter was re- 
ferred to the Legislative Committee. 

J.. Herb suggested that con- 
fiscated opium, instead of being de- 
stroyed by burning, should be put to 
some legitimate and beneficial use. 
Mr. Whilden, of the State Board of 
Pharmacy, explained that the poison 
law was now amended to make possi- 
ble the selling of narcotics for public 
use, excepting Chinese smoking opium, 
which must be destroyed when seized. 

K. B. Bowerman stated that phar- 
macists in public institutions were, as 
a rule, underpaid. The matter was 
referred to the Legislative Committee 
with instructions to devise ways and 
means to correct this condition. 

Mr. Whilden now introduced some 
farce resolutions, which had the effect 
of bringing out a discussion regarding 
Sunday closing. Dr. A. Schneider 


‘stated that he approved of the recom: 


mendations made by A. S$. Musante, 
and the San Francisco Medical So- 
ciety, to the effect that Sunday clos- 
ing should not be complete, in order 
that emergency cases might be pro- 


vided for. Dr. C. L. Morgan and — 


others expressed it as their opinion 
that the physician’s portable emer- 
gency case, which he always had with 
him, would meet all such conditions 
and that, furthermore, the emergency 
hospitals were at all times accessible. 

A suggestion by Dr. C. L. Morgan 
that a tincture of digitalis be kept in 
stock and the dilutions made there- 
from as needed, brought forth consid- 
erable discussion in which Messrs. Binz, 
Flint, Beck, Lichthardt and others took 
part, without reaching any definite 
conclusions. Various committee re- 
ports were called for, none of witch 
had anything to report. 

Mr. Palmer of Santa Cruz extended 
a cordial invitation to meet in his 
home town next year. The matter 
was referred to the committee on time 
and place of meeting. 


Wednesday evening was devoted to 
entertainment. At 7:30 p. m. Mr. 
Ned Mitchell of the Owl Drug Com- 
pany gave a moving picture lecture 
illustrating drug store methods. The 
pictures pertaining to correct or prop- 
er and incorrect or improper methods 
and conduct in drug stores, showing 
up the gum-chewing lady clerk, the 
coatless malé clerk, the finger-nail- 
cleaning and candy-stealing clerk, the 


impolite clerk, careless clerk, etc. The 


lecture was most entertaining as well 
as instructive, and at its conclusion 
Mr. Mitchell was given a vote of 
thanks. 

The delegates and their friends 
proceeded to the banquet immediately 
upon the close of Mr. Mitchell’s lec- 
ture. The banquet hall was beauti- 
fully decorated and a most excellent 
meal was served. Speech-making be- 
gan about 10 p. m. 
Charles L. Barrington of San Jose 
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acted as toastmaster and explained’ 


that as the members of the committee 
had “surreptitiously made away with 
his copy of his address, in which he 
had covered the history of pharmacy, 
the history of the State Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association and the attraction of 
San Jose and the Santa Clara valley,” 
thus depriving him of the opportunity 
of occupying the floor for a full hour, 
he was. unable to speak and would 
limit each of the other speakers to a 
minute. 


Brief remarks were made by E. A. 
Baer of San Francisco, president of 
the State organization; J. A. Sanford 
of Stockton, vice-president of the as- 
sociation; K. B. Bowerman of San 
Francisco, secretary, and Professor 
Frank T. Green of the University of 
California, State second vice-president. 

Mr. Sanford responded to the toast 
“Up the River,” and recalled the old 
German saying that “it is only the 
live fish that go upstream.” He spoke 
of the last meeting of the druggists 
of the State in San Jose twenty-three 
years ago, and of the banquet at the 
same hostelry at that time. Mr. 
Bowerman spoke of what the associa- 
tion had accomplished and thanked the 
San Jose druggists for their hospital- 
ity. 

Professor Green responded to the 
toast “Seven” and recalled the reor- 
ganization of the druggists seven 
years ago from the ashes of the old 
California Pharmaceutical Society, 
speaking of the reception in the seven 
cities visited during that time. At the 
conclusion of his remarks he proposed 
a toast to the San Jose Druggists’ As- 
sociation and an immense cake bearing 
the emblematic mortar and pestle and 
surmounted by seven candles was pa- 
raded through the dining-rom. | 

J. G. Munson of San Jose, chairman 


of the local convention committee dug 


into the history of the association and 
recalled the fact that only two besides 
himself were present who attended 
the banquet here twenty-three years 
ago. At that time, he said, San Jose 


druggists refused to attend the. con-_ 
vention or even the banquet because 
they did not wish to leave their stores, 
which were kept open all night. Only 
three of the ten druggists in town 
could be induced to attend the ban- 
quet. Times have so changed, he said, 
that to-day between 12 o’clock and 5 
every drugstore in the city will be 
closed and all the local druggists and 
drug clerks would help entertain. | 

Mrs. Bruce Philip of Alameda 
spoke of the Woman’s Pharmaceutical 
Association, which has ‘55 members, and 


which was represented at the banquet 
by 17 of them. 


Mrs. Fletcher Howard of Los An- 
geles spoke on the woman’s auxiliary, 
which was organized four years ago, 
and of which she is the president. 

Charles B. Whilden of San Francisco 
spoke as a representative of the State 
Board of Pharmacy, and George Licht- 
hardt of Sacramento spoke as a repre- 
sentative of the City Board of Health. 

D. R. Rees of San Francisco spoke 
on behalf of the San Francisco Retail 
Druggists’ Association. This is a day 
of associations, he said, and he ex: 
pressed his belief in the efficiency of 
county associations. He referred to the 
San Francisco association, and declared 
that that city was the first in the United 
States to close its drug stores on Sun- 
dav afternoon.

Thursday, May 22—Forenoon. 


First on the program was a reunion 


breakfast by the Women’s Pharmaceu- 


tical Association of the Pacific Coast at 
8 a. m. sharp, at the Hotel Vendome. 
Mrs. Philip presided as hostess. As 
roll was called each member responded 
with some quotation suited to the oc- 
casion. ‘The honorary members of the 
society were invited to this reunion. 
Prof. Frank T. Green and Dr. Albert 
Schneider were present. Prof. J. H. 
Flint, also an honorary member, could 
not be present because his son. aged 
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18 months, insisted that he remain with 
him instead of gallivanting with the 
ladies. Prof. Flint appeared later with 
suitable apologies and _ explanations. 
The event was enjoyed by all. 

The convention was called to order at 
9:30 a. m. with the president in the 
chair. First on the program was a 
very interesting talk on the manufacture 
of hydrogen peroxide, by I. T. Kirch 
of the Hydrox Chemical Company. Mr. 
Kirch called attention to the peculiari- 
ties of the solutions and the difficulties 
in the way of making the solution stable. 
He claimed that the solution could be 
made to remain of uniform strength for 
several years. Samples were shown and 
distributed. Next, M. C. Serber of 
the Goodyear Rubber Company, gave a 
talk on the production of rubber and 
the manufacture of rubber goods. The 
different grades and qualities of rubber 
goods were explained. Mr. Serber 
called especial attention to the fallacies 
and objections to the guaranteeing of 
rubber goods. He thought there was 
no more reason for guaranteeing rub- 
ber goods than other lines of merchan- 
dise. Both Mr. Kirch and Mr. Serber 
were granted a vote of thanks for the 
interesting talks given. 

Mrs. Bruce Philip next read a paper 
entitled “Facts About Sunday Closing,” 
which was a strong defense of Sunday 
closing. Mrs. Philip distributed mot- 
toes which read, “Every man’s wife is 
worth the price of his company SUN- 
DAY AFTERNOON.” The paper cre- 
ated considerable discussion in which 
Messrs. Morgan, Beck, Green and oth- 
ers took part. All were in favor of 
Sunday closing, and Mrs. Philip was 
given a vote of thanks for her highly 
appreciated paper. 


Next on the program was an informal 
talk on “The Cultivation of Medicinal 
Plants in California,” by Dr. Albert 
Schneider of San Francisco. He briefly 
outlined the work that had already 
been done, which indicated that fully 
80 per cent. of drug plants now used 
for medicinal purposes could be grown 
within the State of California. At the 


conclusion of his remarks he introduced 
the following resolution : 


WHEREAS, We believe, based upon ob- 
servations and preliminary experimentation, 
reported to us from time to time, that 
the growing of medicinal plants can be 
made an industry of great value to the 
State and Nation; and 

WHEREAS, Heretofore no adequate 
ways and means have been put in opera- 
tion to properly develop such new indus- 
try; and 

WHEREAS, We believe that the Uni- 
versity of California is the proper insti- 
tution to do the necessary experimental 
work in connection with the development 


of this new enterprise; be it therefore 


RESOLVED, That we request the Uni- 
versity of California to give special atten- 
tion to the experimental growing of me- 
dicinal plants. 


After considerable discussion this res- 
olution was unanimously adopted and 


the secretary instructed to mail a copy 


to the University of California. Mr. 
Lichthardt of Sacramento moved that a 
committee of three be appointed from 
each important agricultural district of 
the State of California for the purpose 
of encouraging the growing of medic- 
inal plants. This motion was unani- 
mously carried. The President then ap- 
pointed G. H. P. Lichthardt to repre- 
sent the Sacramento Valley, J. G. Mun- 
son the Santa Clara Valley, J. A. San- 
ford the San Joaquin Valley, and Prof. 
L. J. Stabler, Dean of the College of 
Pharmacy of the University of South- 
ern California, to represent «the Los 
Angeles district. 

Dr. Wellington I. Clayes of San Fran- 
cisco next introduced a resolution to 


the effect that the California Pharma- 


ceutical Association shall be composed 
of county associations, excepting that 
no one now holding membership shall 
be excluded. Most of the delegates at 
once realized the objectionable features 
of the resolution and, after some discus- 
sion, it was referred to the Committee 


on Resolutions. The object of the res- 


olution was intended to limit member- 
ship in the C. Ph. A. to proprietors of 
stores. If adopted it would exclude 
representatives of wholesale and manu- 
facturing houses and many others vi- 
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tally interested in pharmacy, but who. 


do not happen to be proprietors of drug 
stores. If adopted it would mean the 
death of the C. Ph. A. 


H. F. Emlay, secretary of the San 
Jose Retail Druggists’ Association, pre- 
sented a resolution recommending J. G. 
Munson of San Jose, A. L. Leber of 
Oakland, Otto Weihe of Lodi, C. Dyna 
of Los Angeles, W. R. Dickinson of 
Los Angeles, Herman Mueller of 
Berkeley, and Joseph Herb of San 
Francisco, for appointment on the next 
Board of Pharmacy. This resolution 
created considerable discussion and _ it 
was finally decided by vote that the 
C. Ph. A. should not recommend any 
board candidates, and that the resolu- 
tion be laid on the table. 

J. M. Miller of Vacaville read a paper 
which was offered in competition for 
the Lichthardt prize offered for the best 
paper representing research work in 
pharmacy, submitted by a non-graduate. 
The paper was discussed by Messrs. 
Miller, Herb and Beck, and was finally 
referred to the committee on prize 
award. 

Dr. Schneider introduced a resolution 
recommending that the administration 
of the California Pure Drugs Act be 
administered by the Board of Pharmacy 


instead of the Board of Health. This — 


caused considerable discussion, mostly 
favorable to the resolution as such, but 
it was finally decided by vote that the 
matter be laid over for a time. 

A petition was presented requesting 
that the Pacific Pharmacist be made the 
official organ of the C. Ph. A. After 
some discussion it was decided that the 
association should be without an official 
organ, at least until such time as the 
association could actually own and con- 
trol such publication. 


The committee on resolutions reported 
favorably upon a resolution introduced 
by Dr. Schneider, approving the work of 
Dr. H. W. Wiley as Chief of the Bureau 
of Chemistry. In the discussion -which 
followed, J. A. Sanford of Stockton 
declared that he could not vote in favor 
of the resolution because, as he said, Dr. 


Wiley would have ruined the fruit in- 
terests. of California by his arbitrary 
position in regard to the curing of fruit. 
This statement was seconded by J. G. 
Munson of San Jose. The Wiley reso- 
lution was, however, finally <aee by 
a large majority vote. 

After the usual votes of thanks had 
been extended to those who were instru- 
mental in making the San Jose meeting 
a success, both from the standpoint of 
its business meetings as well as the en- 
tertainment provided, the nominating 
committee submitted its report, which 
was unanimously adopted. The officers 
for 1913-1914 are as follows:

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 
CALIFORNIA PHARMACEUTICAL AS- 


SOCIATION—SAN JOSE, MAY, 1913. 
E. A. BAER. 


Ladies and Gentlemen—Members of 


the California Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation: 


It is indeed a privilege to meet with 
you in this—the metropolis of the 
magnificent Santa Clara Valley—the 
natural habitat of not only the prune, 
but the luscious peach which here ex- 
cels in size and loveliness; and the 
apricot—have you ever tasted a real 
Santa Clara Valley apricot? And the 
oranges and lemons (yes, real lemons!) 
and figs and almonds and walnuts and 
apples and plums—all of these and 
more thrive in this gredt valley. And 
it can boast of a climate that is not 
excelled anywhere. 

The early Spring when the fruit 
trees are in blossom converts the miles 
of orchards throughout this valley into 
one great magnificent garden.

And before I pass on to the dry 
formality of a presidential address, let 
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me say a word or two in appreciation 
of the San Jose Boosters! They are 
real “boosters” these San Jose drug- 
gists—the kind that do things.. There 
is a real, live organization of them and 
that organization is affiliated with the 
San Jose Chamber of Commerce. 
They meet regularly and pull together 
—quite an unusual thing for drug- 
gists! | 

We are here to-day as the guests 
of the San Jose druggists and you can 
see. for yourselves what fine hosts they 
are! 

In taking up the various problems 
affecting our calling which have come 
to hand during the past year, the most 
momentous matters have had to do 
with proposed or threatened legisla- 
tion. Indeed we had our hands full 
with the forty odd bills introduced 
into the Legislative session recently 
adjourned which in one way or an- 
other affected drug interests. 


It is a fine object lesson of the 
necessity of druggists qualifying as 
members of the State Legislature in 
order to properly protect their own 
interests and those of their colleagues. 


The measure which most seriously 
threatened the druggists’ interests was 
what is known as the “Birdsall Bill.” 
This bill was designed to give grocers 
the privilege of selling a considerable 
number of drugs and medicines which 
properly should be restricted to li- 
censed pharmacists. 


Next in importance was the measure 
introduced by the druggists to amend 
the Insecticide law so as to relieve 
the druggist of certain oppressive fea- 
tures which were not really intended 
in the original draft of the measure. 

Bills were introduced to compel the 
writing of prescriptions in English; 
to prevent the advertising of medi- 
cines in newspapers, etc.; requiring 
the name of the original manufacturer 
on the label; not to mention the nu- 
merous “freak” ‘measures which were 
introduced, and measures which were 
designed to protect or further various 
special interests.

The referendum vote taken as a 
means of instructing the legislative 
committee in matters affecting phar- 
macy legislation decided that the pres- 
ent pharmacy law was good and suf- 
ficient and no action was taken toward 
making any changes in our present 
pharmacy law. I would express my 
appreciation of the splendid work done 


by the Board of Pharmacy in the en- 


forcement of our pharmacy and poison 
laws. 


Our initial experience with the ref- 
erendum was a far from satisfactory 
one. Out of five hundred return en- 
volopes sent out but one hundred and 
sixty-three responded—showing a lack 
of interest or lack of understanding 
of the questions or issues involved. 


Out of a membership of five hun- 
dred, two hundred are in arrears for 
dues—showing that some drastic ac- 
tion is necessary to increase the in- 
terest of our members. Our organiza- 
tion might profit by the example of 
the Drug Clerks’ Association which 
has greatly improved the condition of 
its members through intelligent or- 
ganization and properly directed effort. 


The condition of the drug clerk to- 
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day is greatly improved over that of 
past years. In the better pay, shorter 
hours, improved relations with em- 
ployers and higher intellectual stand- 
ards, the clerk has made much prog- 
ress. 


Sunday closing has made great 
progress during the past year. The 
drug stores are closed in nearly all of 
the cities and towns of the state dur- 
ing the whole or part of Sunday and 
we have heard no complaints or ob- 
jections. Let us be thankful that the 
poor clerk no longer has to sleep be- 
hind the store and work twenty-four 
hours per day, that some negligent 
medico or hophead might be accom- 
modated. | 


We would express our appreciation 
of the continued interest taken in our 
organization by the drug journals of 
the Pacific Coast and I would thank 
them on behalf of our organization for 
their valuable assistance in bringing 
matters of interest to the attention of 
our membership. 


The commercial interests of the 
pharmacist have such an immediate 
bearing upon his success and pros- 
perity that the professional side is 
partly or wholly ignored by the rank 
and file of the druggists. Medical sci- 
ence has undergone great changes in 
recent years which necessitates an en- 
tire readaptation on the part of the 
pharmacist to existing conditions. It 
is inevitable that a sharper line shall 
be drawn in the future between those 
who devote themselves to the prac- 
tice of pharmacy as a profession and 
those who are more immediately con- 
cerned with the more commercial in- 
terests. In Germany there is a sharp 
distinction between the qualified phar- 
macist and the dealer in drugs and 
medicines. The first requires a proper 
preparation for his profession while 
the dealer in drugs as distinct from 
the compounder -of physician’s pre- 
scriptions, is not required to qualify 
as a pharmacist. 

In this country economic conditions 
are rapidly bringing about this dis- 


tinction and this fact has brought on 
the controversy over the prerequisite 
as an educational requirement. Until 
a distinction can be clearly recognized 
between the pharmacist and the drug- 
gist, the “prerequisite” must continue 
a source of contention. 


We are particularly indebted to the 
activity and helpfulness of the drug- 
gists of the southern part of the State 
in furthering the Association. work 
during the past year. Their coopera- 
tion has been an inspiration to me per- 
sonally and of much value to the As- 
sociation generally. 


We have been much interested in 
the work of our sister organization— 
the Women’s Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion of the Pacific Coast. This is a 
very active and influential organiza- 
tion—recognized as a potent factor in 
pharmaceutical activities throughout 
the country. Regular monthly meet- 
ings are held, papers read and dis- 
cussed, and various problems affect- 
ing our calling debated. 

The Auxiliary of the Cal. Ph. A. 
has also been very active during the 
past year and has grown to quite a 
large membership. The Auxiliary is 
one of the most active factors in keep- 
ing up interest in our organization. 

In closing I would advise as a 
means of furthering the work of the 
Association, that a state organizer be 
appointed to organize the work of the 
Association throughout the state, form- 
ing county units. Some such action 
is absolutely necessary to promote the 
welfare of our organization. 


If finances permit, I would recom- 
mend that the secretary of the Asso- 
ciation receive a salary commensurate 
with the duties and work imposed. 
The present compensation is inade- 
quate to handle the work properly. 

The work of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association should commend 
itself to every pharmacist who has at 


heart the advancement of his calling. 


In California we have some 115 mem- 
bers in good standing and in the Bay 
counties there is ample membership, to 
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form a good-sized and active branch. 
The formation of an active branch of 
the A. Ph. A. is a matter of immediate 


urgency since. it is the expressed pur- 


pose of the pharmacists of this state 
to have the parent body with us in 
1915. I would advise that a commit- 
tee be appointed to take this matter in 
hand. 

As I retire from the exalted position 
with which you have seen fit to honor 
me, I would express the earnest hope 
that my usefulness to the California 
Pharmaceutical Association may con- 
tinue and that I may participate as 
actively as ever in its deliberations 
and in the success which is certain to 


attend the future development of this 


organization. 
I would express to you, one and all, 
my grateful thanks and best wishes! 


INTERESTING FRAUDS. 
The following letter received by a 
prominent San Francisco druggist out- 
lines a fraud which has been practiced 


for years in all civilized countries. It 


does not seem possible that any normal- 
minded individual would “take the 
bait” or “fall for it,’ but it is evident 
that the perpetrators of this particular 
brand of fraud reap a rich harvest. 


The letter will explain itself. The item . 


referred to, purported to be from an 
English newspaper, is not published. 
The prisoner possessed of the sharable 
wealth and the little daughter “lan- 
guishes” in the jails of various coun- 
tries, but principally in those of Spain 
and of Russia. Before the Spanish- 


American war some languished in the 


Spanish prisons of Cuba. The letter 
follows, the name of the druggist to 
whom it was addressed being omitted: 


Madrid 23-4-1913. 
Mr. - 

Dear Sir I know you only 
from good references of your honesty my 
sad situation compels me to reveal you 
an important affair in which you can pro- 
cure a fortune, saving at the same time 
that of my darling daughter. 

I charge you absolute reserve about this 
affair. 

Before being imprisoned here I was 


established as a-banker in Russia as you 
will see by the inclosed article of many 
english newspapers which have published 
my arrest in London. 

I beseech you to help me to obtain a 
sum of dollars to 80,000 I have in America 
and to come here to raise the seizure of 
my baggage paying to the Court the ex- 
penses of my trial and recover my: port- 
manteaus containing a secret pocket where 
I have hidden the document indispensable 
to recover said sum. | | 

As reward I offer you the third part, 
viz. $160,000. I can’t receive your an- 
swer in this prison but you must send a 


cablegram to a_person of my confidence to 


know if you received this letter and trust 
you all my secret. 

Awaiting your cable I am dear sir yours 
truly. BELIAVSKY. 

First of all answer by cable, not by 
letter, as follows: Pedro Ramos, Abada 
26 Cuarto, Madrid, Spain. 

For precaution you must sign your cable 
thus: “agreed—Golperos.”

SELLING STAMPS IN PHARMACIES.* 


By MRS. R. E. WHITE. 


The chairman of the committee on 
papers stated to me that a prominent 
member of this association wished a 
paper to be written on the subject of 
the selling of postage stamps in phar- 
macies in order that the question 
might be opened for discussion. My 
remarks will be brief so as to give 
time for the expression of the opin- 
ions of the members, most of whom 
have more experience in the matter 
than I have had. 

It is well to consider these ques- 
tions. Is the accommodation we offer 
balanced by the appreciation of the 
public? Is not valuable time lost in 
handling stamps and is there not some 
loss such as in torn stamps? 

There has been introduced in the 
last few years the custom of offering 
pennies for stamps. These pennies 
are an accumulation from the bargains 
in cut rate stores, and the neighbor- 
hood druggist is the unwilling victim 
of the customer’s thrift. 

A number of pharmacies are now 
provided with stamp machines, and 
one in each locality was selected from 
which to obtain information on the 
much-discussed question of the advisa- 
bility of handling postage stamps. In 
the Latin quarter a. machine had been 
installed and four one-cent stamps

were given for five cents. This ar- 
rangement was continued until the 
machine ‘was paid for, after which 
time an additional stamp was allowed. 
Now the proprietor feels this was a 
mistake as the people had been edu- 
cated to the first arrangement and a 
machine requires some extra atten- 
tion and time from clerks when there 
is any change made in the number of 
stamps given. In the business center 
of the city four for five cents seems 
to be the rule, and though one woman 
said she would rather walk ten blocks 
than pay the extra cent, the pro- 
prietor continues the machine and con- 
siders the 20% some recompense for 
the service rendered. In the western 
addition I was told fault is found 
when the public do not get the full 
amount, that is cent for cent, but what. 
about the pharmacist when he gives 
the full amount and is obliged to wrap 
the stamps up or to furnish an enve- 
lope? The postoffice clerks are in- 
structed never to wrap up stamps. 
In each locality I found opposition to 
the handling of stamps, even with the 
so-called profit. 


The drug store has long been known 
as a place of convenience to the 
general public, telephone, directory, 
stamps and general information bu- 
reau regarding itinerant neighbors, 
and transferring points on distant car 
lines. Some time since it was stated 
that the government was experiment- 
ing with a particular stamp machine, 
and it has shown its approval of the 
same by having stamps printed in 
sheets suitable for it. If the govern- 
ment could realize how much the gen- 
eral postoffice and the sub-stations 
are relieved by the drug store sales 
I feel sure that by a preconcerted ac- 
tion on the part of the pharmacists we 
could obtain substantial assistance and 
the free installation of the above-men- 
tioned machine under governmental 
supervision. The N. A. R. D. has 
succeeded in the telephone matter, so 
why not try and offer some remedy or 
help to those who are obliged to sell 
stamps in pharmacies? 
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SCIENTIFIC AND PHARMACEUTICAL NOTES 


The Red Radish in Science—An alco- 
holic solution of the skin of a red radish 
serves as an excellent indicator or test for 


acids and bases. .In the presence of acids © 


the colorless solution turns pink while 
with bases—alkaline solutions—it turns 
yellow. It is well known that many plant 
extracts such as litmus and animal prod- 
ucts like the cochineal bug possess this 
property of developing marked colors with 
acids and bases, but no other indicator is 
so simply made.—Scientific American. 
Gelatin Protection.—Gelatin belongs to 
the class of protective colloids possessing 
the ability to surround minute particles of 
suspensions with a film that prevents their 
aggregation into precipitates. Since the 
formation of crystals is a growth from 
very small nuclei this process also may 
be hindered by a small amount of gelatin. 
Commercially this principle is applied in 
the making of marshmallows. The pres- 


ence of a little gelatin doés no harm, in | 


fact it is a food, and it effectually pre- 
vents the crystallization of sugar within 
the marshmallow. Commercial ice cream 


contains some gelatin for the same pur-. 


pose, to prevent the graininess of sugar 
crystallization. But further than this the 
gelatin surrounds the particles of casein 
in the milk with a protective film which 
hinders. curdling and greatly aids diges- 
tion.—Scientific American. 

Aniline Dyes and Microbes.—That ani- 
line colors have a marked action upon 
various kinds of microbes appears to be 
established by the recent work of S. 
Kriegler. He studies the effect of a cer- 
tain number of aniline colors upon mi- 
crobes such as typhus, coli and others, and 
finds that aniline compounds in general act 
to destroy microbes, this being even in 
greater degree than phenic acid. Of the 
different bacteria he examined he finds that 
the typhus bacillus is the most readily af- 
fected. On the other hand, he remarks 
that not only can there exist differences 
in microbe-destroying power between the 
different aniline colors for the same mi- 
-crobe, which are easily explained by di- 
versity in chemical nature, but he also 
notes that the same color compound does 
not possess an equally strong power upon 
different kinds of microbes. In fact, a 
given aniline color substance may act as 
an antiseptic in destroying one species of 
germs without necessarily being active as 
regards another species.—Scientific Amer- 
ican. 


Effect of Manganese and Zinc on Spores. 
—The combined action of manganese and 
zinc upon the spores known as aspergillus 
niger forms the object of researches made 
by Bertrand and Javillier at. the Pasteur 
Institute. Some time ago they found that 
each of these metals taken separately had 
a very striking effect upon the growth of 
these spores. The combined action is still 
stronger, as their recent researches show, 
and examining the results they find that 
the weight produced is greater when the 
two metals are used together than when 
only one of them is employed. It is seen 
that the productive effects of the two 
metals are added in these cases. Observ- 
ing in what way the manganese is absorbed 
by the spores in the presence of zinc, they 
find that the manganese accumulates in 
larger percentage when associated with 
zinc than when alone, but the reverse 
effect does not seem to be proved, for in 
one test. the same amount of zinc was 
absorbed regardless of the presence of 
manganese. Again the two metals have a 
catalytic action and thus influence the 
total absorption of mineral elements by the 


spore, and even small amounts of the . 


metals will produce this effect. Even in 
the higher orders of plants, manganese 
fertilizer increases the amount of ash. The 
above results bear out the author’s theory 
that the rare elements of the organism are 
far from being without physiological in- 
terest, and are not even to be taken as 
simple energy exciters of the protoplasm, 
but are in fact active elements of the cell 
and are catalyzers which are necessary for 
the chemical actions of living bodies.— 
Scientific American. 


Useful Cements. 


One of the simplest hard cements is the 
well-known mixture of litharge and glycer- 
ine made to a stiff paste. It sets hard as 
a rock, and is oil-proof. <A _ solution of 
water glass mixed with powdered calcium 
carbonate serves the same purpose. 

A mixture of boiled linseed oil and fire 
clay resists acid better than most cements, 
though sulphur melted with glass powder 
is also ranked as very resistant to chemi- 
cals in general. 


A good stone cement is made by mixing 
two parts of magnesium oxide, one. part 
of magnesium chloride, powdered stone to 
suit as a filler and water to make a stiff 
paste. Basic magnesium chloride is 
formed. 
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How to Make Dwarf Trees. 


How gardeners manage to grow minia- 
ture pines, firs, and oaks in flowerpots for 
half a century has always been more or 


less of a secret. It is the result chiefly of 
skilful, long-continued, root-pruning. They 


--aim first and last at the seat of vigorous 


growth, endeavoring to weaken it just as 
far as possible without destroying the life 
of the tree. They begin with the young 
plant, say a seedling of a cedar or hem- 
lock, when only two or three inches high, 
and cut off its tap-roots as soon as it has 
other rootlets enough to live upon, and 
replant it in a shallow earthen pot or pan. 

The end of the tap-root is generally 
made to rest on the bottom of the pan, or 
on a flat stone within it. Alluvial clay is 
then put into the pot, much of it in bits 
the size of beans, and just enough in kind 
and quantity to furnish a scanty nourish- 
ment to the plant. Just enough of water, 
light and heat is given to keep it alive, 
but not enough to excite a vigorous habit. 
Gardeners usually pride themselves on the 
shape of their miniature trees, and they 
use strings, wires, and pegs, and various 
other mechanical devices, to promote sym- 
metry of habit, or to fashion their pets 
into odd fancy figures. Thus, by using 
very shallow pots, the development of the 
tap-roots is impossible, and by using poor 
soil and little of it, and little water, rapid 
growth is prevented. Then, too, the tap 
and side roots, which are within easy 
reach of the gardener, are shortened by 
means of a pruning knife, or are seared 
with a hot iron. In this manner the little 
tree is headed off on every side and is 
allowed to grow just enough to live and 
look healthy. Accordingly, each new set 
of leaves becomes more and more stunted, 
the buds and rootlets are diminished in 
proportion, and at length a balance is 
established between every part of the tree, 
making it a dwarf in all respects. In 
some species this end is reached in three 
or four years, while in others ten or fif- 
teen years are required. 


Live Frozen Fish. 


Transportation of live fish is an expen- 
sive matter from the fact that it requires 
from 1 to 4 gallons of water per pound of 
fish, according to the kind, so that a rail- 
road car having 10 tons limit for the load 
can transport only one-half to one ton of 
live fish. Messrs. Mir and Audige now 
use a method of freezing the fish in blocks 
of ice, according to Pictet’s experiments, 
and can now transport a large quantity of 
fish in a relatively small weight of ice. 


The fish are at first contained in a large 
amount of water, then while the tank is 
placed in a closed space, oxygen under 
pressure arrives upon the water, so that 
the greater part can now be drawn off 
and the fish remain in good condition in 
a very small ount of water, as the 
oxygen supplies their respiration. Freez- 
ing is now done by plunging the vessel 
with the fish into a refrigerating tank, and 
in this way an ice block is obtained in 
which the fish are frozen, but will come 
to life again when thawed out. The block 
is wrapped around with suitable cover- 
ings and on the outside is put a heat- 
protecting jacket, then the block is ready 
to be placed on the car. In practice, such 
blocks can be piled up in refrigerator cars 
whose temperature is kept near the freez- 
ing point. Upon arrival at their destina- 
tion, the fish are put through a very slow 
thawing process, which lasts for about 
ten hours. The inventors claim that this 
saves heavy and bulky liquid and there are 
no complicated or costly devices needed, 
the process being a simple and cheap one.

The food value of sugar has been recog- 


nized and known for a long time. Only 


recently, however, has the therapeutic sig- 
nificance of sugar received any consider- 
able attention. Sugar is said to be one of 
the best circulatory and heart tonics, espe- 
cially indicated ‘n weak heart. It is also 
generally admitted that free users of sugar 
are usually entirely free from the alcohol 
habit. If these observations are entirely 
in accord with fact, sugar consumption 
should be encouraged to keep up the 
heart’s action and to prevent as well as to 
cure alcoholism.

Dress at the Fountain 


The appearance of the dispenser is 
important. This important individual, 
whether proprietor, clerk or special 
attendant, should present a neat and 
cleanly appearance and a well-fitting 
white or tan dispensing coat aids ma- 
terially in this respect. Don’t neglect 


it, for it is of paramount importance. 


Cleanliness may not be commented 
upon, but a lack of it always causes 
comment and is a continual source of 
loss of custom. We all like to see a 
well-dressed man and woman, and no- 
where more than when we are being 
served with food or drink. Besides, 
it adds tone and respectability to a 
deserving person. 

If all proprietors would recognize 
this factor of cleanly attire, there 
would be a vast increase in the cash 
receipts of the fountain. 


A Comparison 


To fix the importance of this matter 
in your mind, visit several groceries 
or meat markets and compare the 
service. Does it not appeal to your 
better nature to see the clerks in these 
stores dressed in clean, white suits, or 
in spotless, white coat and apron? 

And does your purchase in either of 
these stores have that same satisfying 
and appetizing effect if you are waited 
on by an untidy appearing clerk with 
soiled clothes? Don’t think about it, 
but go and get the actual impression. 

A white or tan-colored corduroy 
coat, worn either with or without 
vest, according to the temperature, is 
very comfortable, looks “dressy,” and 
is eminently proper. Such a coat can 
be purchased for $1.50, and is prefer- 
ably bought one or two sizes too 
large, as it shrinks in the first wash- 
ing. 

The Electric Fan 

Another important and _ necessary 
adjunct to the fountain is the electric 
fan. This fan accomplishes four di- 


rect purposes: It “cools” the atmos- 
phere; it keeps flies away from the 
fountain; it helps cool the apparatus, 
and it produces a welcome breeze 


highly appreciated by your patrons. 


A fan is not a luxury, therefore, but 
rather a necessity. Besides, it is ex- 
tremely depressing and decidedly un- 
healthy to be confined in a drug store 
on a hot day, when there is little air 
stirring on the outside. A_ fan, 
through its cooling influence, is large- 
ly responsible for the active clerk and 
the alert dispenser during the hot 
summer months. 


The Value of Flowers 


Another “little” detail, in creating 
satisfaction among your customers 
and a desire to patronize the foun- 
tain, is the bouquet of flowers, potted 
plants, ferns, palms, etc. 

It is not necessary to produce a 
flower garden effect, although. the 
thing really cannot be _ overdone. 
Flowers and plants produce a certain 
harmony, in connection with clean- 
liness and good service that is irre- 
sistible to all people. 


If natural flowers or potted plants 
can not be secured, the artificial kind 
may be used instead—N. A. R. D. 
Notes. 


Cranberry Sundae. 


Take one pound of Cape Cod cran- 
berries, one pound of sugar, half a 


cupful of water. Boil until cranberries — 


soften. Set aside to cool. 
Turn a cone of ice cream into a sun- 
dae cup, add a ladleful of cranberries, 


a spoonful of chopped nuts, and gar- 
nish with whipped cream. 


Cider With Egg. 
Scoopful cracked ice. Fresh egg. 
Fill shaker with sweet cider. Shake 
well, strain into a clean glass. Sprin- 


kle with grated nutmeg.—Canadian 
Druggist.

Utilization of Atmospheric Nitrogen, by 
Thomas H. Norton, U. S. Department of 
Commerce and Labor, Bureau of Manu- 
facture. Special Agents Series—No. 52. 
Washington, D. C., 1912. 


This most interesting and valuable docu- 
ment of 178 octavo pages gives a summary 
of the recent, practical scientific develop- 
ments in the conservative utilization of the 
free nitrogen of the air. ‘Lhe report deals 


very largely with the synthetic production - 


of ammonia by combining the free hydrogen 
and nitrogen of the air in the proportion 


of 1 to 3 under pressure and heat acted 


upon by electric sparks and certain catalytic 
agents (metals). Numerous methods are 
described, all aiming to supply to the soil 
those fertilizing elements (available nitro- 
gen) which are so essential to the produc- 
tive yield of crops and taking the place 
of the rapidly lessening commercial ferti- 
lizers as guano and various chemical salts. 
The report also deals with the synthesis 
of nitric acid, hydrocyanic acid, cyanides, 
nitrites and calcium cyanamide from at- 
mospherkx nitrogen, and coal waste and 
peat as sources of available ammonia. 


The report is intended to create an in- 
terest in the United States in the possible 
practical application of the methods out- 
lined, in order to save to the United States 
the $32,000,000 which now go abroad an- 
nually for nitrogenous compounds required 
in the arts and industries.—A. S.

bers present proved to be better than

SAN JOSE LOCAL ASSOCIATION. 


San Jose rightfully lays claim of be- 


ing the pioneer local association of 
California. Some 24 years ago a retail 
druggists’ association was organized 
of some twelve members, three of 
which are still engaged in the busi- 
ness here, namely, Messrs. E. H. 
Baker, Louis Callisch and J. G. Mun- 
son. Through years of adversity and 
prosperity the association has been 
maintained and to-day prides itself 
upon having one of the most active 
organizations in the State. It also 
was one of the first associations to 
adopt the Sunday closing hours, which 
has proven a success and gives the 
druggists a short respite from their 
arduous duties. Previous to one year 
ago, one of their number acted as 
secretary. At that time it was de- 


cided to employ an active secretary, 


one who was not a druggist, the result 
being that he visits the trade, keeping 


the members in touch with matters 
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affecting trade interests, adjusting 
prices; grievances, etc. In February 
of this year a Buying Club was or- 
ganized, which promises to be a suc- 
cess. The three principal features of 
the club are: First, the percentage 
saved in buying in large quantities; 
second, reduction in the amount of 
stock carried, and third, obtaining 
goods without delay. Each member 
is expected to keep a sufficient quan- 
tity of the goods assigned him on 
hand to supply the trade; all transac- 
tions are spot cash, exact change or 
check being required when delivery 
of goods are taken. Commercial 
courtesies to be extended to members 
of the club only. Where all goods are 
furnished at a uniform price, it has a 
tendency to regulate a uniform selling 
price and aside from its being a big 
saving all around in buying, stock on 
hand and delivery, it brings the drug- 
gists closer together, resulting in co- 
operation and mutual benefit to its 
membership. Our association is active 
in civic and commercial interests and 
takes a prominent part in the welfare 
and advancement of our city and 
county.

PROPAGANDA FOR “ALTERNATING” 
SUNDAY CLOSING OF PHARMA- 
CIES PROGRESSES. 


A. S. MUSANTE, Ph. G., M. D. 


I take pleasure in keeping posted 
those interested in the above subject 
and in giving, as well as I can, the 
way the ideas first advanced about a 
year ago have been received. What 


must impress pharmacists is the fact 
that from the medical and pharmaceu- 
tical professions there are appearing 
logical supports for the contentions of 
the author, which have developed 
without any influence of the latter, 
as far as I can tell. 

It shall please me to hear of any 
other favorable or adverse expression 
on the subject, as I have not the time 
and means of learning first-hand all 
that is being written on the matter. 


Before the State Medical Society of 
| California. 

By assignment, on April 16 the 
writer read a paper before the State 
Medical Society of California, which 
was in annual session at Hotel Oak- 
land, Oakland, Cal., entitled “Physi- 
cians’ Aspect of Sunday Closing of 
Pharmacies,” and not one word was 
heard against the stand taken, al- 
though there were present doctors 
from all parts of the State, as well as 
the general public. The following ex- 
tracts give an idea of the origin and 
advance of the reform, as reported: 


“In this paper I will consider the 
public’s as well as our standpoint as 
regards the closing of all drug stores 
on Sunday afternoon, as was recom- 
mended by the California Pharmaceu- 
tical Association at its last meeting.’ 

“My discussion of the subject dates 
back about one and one-half years 
ago, and a paper entitled “Sunday 
Closing of Pharmacies: Physician's 
Plea to Make It Alternating,’? was 
read last year at Del Monte before 
the above-mentioned organization. 
The latter, however, as intimated in 
the opening paragraph, did not take 
kindly to the suggestions made, prob- 
ably because they were not considered 
as being of interest to many. But, a 
month or so after my recommenda- 
tions were presented to the pharma- 
cists, | was surprised to find in the 
monthly meeting bulletin of the San 
Francisco County Medical Society a 
note to the effect that complaint of 
the inconveniences that were being 
caused by the general closing of drug 
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stores on Sunday afternoon had been 
received at the office of the Society. 
These protests, which were indepen- 
dent of my agitations, fortified the 
position I had taken and urged me 
to bring the matter before the Medical 
Society of the State of California. I 
was further stimulated by the endorse- 


ment given to my ideas by Dr. Albert 
Schneider, editor of the “Pacific Phar- 


macist, who has championed my at- 
titude in the pharmaceutical press. 
The latest prescriptionist that I find 
advocating reform in this paper is J. 
M. Ricen, whose paper I have only 
just read,‘ and his conclusions I can 
sum up best with this quotation: “The 
practice of Pharmacy, by its relation 
to the public and nature, precludes ab- 
solute Sunday closing, unless some 
system is devised whereby the public 
could be served at all times.’ ” 

Then follows the consideration of 
the need of having one drug store 
open in every locality on Sunday after- 
noon and the attempts already made 
at Sunday service, which are included 


in my first paper. The recommenda- 


tions made are the same mentioned in 
the previous communication, the main 
one being that “For large cities : 


there be a division into sections of ap- 
propriate size and that the 
pharmacists in these areas arrange to 
keep open on Sunday afternoon—and, 
if advisable, Sunday evening also—in 
the order agreed upon, the closed 
stores directing the people to the es- 
tablishment that is open.” 


San Francisco County Medical . 
Society Favors Plan. 

On May 13 the San Francisco 
County Medical Society at a well-at- 
tended meeting indicated its feeling in 
the matter of the inconveniences 
caused by indiscriminate closing of 
drug stores on Sunday afternoon by 
adopting unanimously the following: 


“Whereas, There is-a tendency on 
the part of the retail pharmacists, in 
their desire to obtain needed rest, to 
close all drug stores on Sunday after- 
noon, which custom was unqualifiedly 


endorsed by the California Pharma- 
ceutical Association at its last meet- 
ing; and 
“Whereas, There are many emer- 
gencies that occur on Sunday after- 
noon that could be more simply and, 
often, more safely handled if the drug 
stores in small towns and in the sev- 
eral sections of the larger. cities ar- 
ranged to keep one pharmacy open all 
day Sunday; therefore, be it. 
“Resolved, That the San Francisco 
County Medical Society, while not op- 
posed to the propaganda of securing 
more rest for the overworked pharma- 
cist, recommends that ‘alternating’ 
Sunday closing of drug stores be es- 
tablished where possible, so as to fur- 
nish the sick and injured in every lo- 
cality with the benefits afforded by a 
drug store; and be it further 
“Resolved, That a copy of these 
resolutions be forwarded to the Cali- 
fornia Pharmaceutical Association with 
the request that it take similar action 


and co-operate in every other way pos- 
sible in this reform.” 


Dr. H. B. A. Kugeler, president, 
mentioned that hardly a week passes 
that he does not hear of some com- 
plaint because potent remedies cannot 
be obtained, no matter how urgently 
needed, on Sunday afternoon. 

For want of time, I shall refrain 
till after the C. Ph. A. meeting from 
adding more that I wish to say perti- 
nent to the subject.

Report on Friedmann Cure by 
U..& 


The first authentic and official conclu- 
sion from the Friedmann test, recently 
undertaken by the United States Public 
Health Service, was announced before the 
National Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis by Dr. John 
F, Anderson, director of the Government’s 
hygienic laboratory, and Dr. A. M. Stim- 
son, another Public Health surgeon, who 
were detailed to observe the progress of 
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the Friedmann patients at Mount Sinai 
Hospital in New York. “We beliéve that 
at the present time,” says the report, “we 
are not as yet in a position to express an 
opinion based on the present conditions 
under observation. The disease for which 
the remedy is used is: prolonged and is 
characterized by periods of advancement 
and retrogression. It is also one in which 
psychic influences are a: powerful factor. 
Time is therefore necessary properly to 
value the effect of the therapeutic meas- 
ures. | 
“We must not lose sight of the possible 
therapeutic value of this preparation, and 


on the other hand it is necessary to guard 
against too great an optimism in respect 


to its merits. Without presenting in de- 
tail the condition of patients under obser- 
vation, we are in a position to state that 
the facts thus far observed do not justify 
the confidence in the remedy which has 
been inspired by widespread publicity. 

“In our opinton harm may have been 
done by this undue publicity, insofar as it 
has lessened the confidence of ‘tuberculous 
persons in well-recognized methods of 
treatment or interrupted their use, and. we 
are constrained to advise against any les- 
sening of those well-known measures 
which not only had effected cures, but 
which have reduced coincidence of the 
disease. 

“We are aware that Dr. Friedmann does 
not wish to be judged scientifically on 
newspaper statements and he would un- 
doubtedly disclaim responsibility for cer- 
tain of those which have appeared. Nev- 
ertheless, it is on those that the public 
bases opinion until replaced by reliable 
and unbiased scientific pronouncements 
supported by convincing data. 


“In our series of patients Dr. Fried- 
mann has almost exclusively made use of 
the intramuscular method alone in pul- 


monary cases and a very considerable 


proportion of them have either developed 
no considerable infiltrate at all or have 
suffered from abscess formations. It is 
evident, therefore, that a very considera- 
ble portion of these patients may expect 
their treatment at the hands of Dr. Fried- 
mann to extend over a long period. 


“Concerning the cultures submitted to 
us, we may state that a series of ex- 


periments is under way. The bacillus has 
been found to be an acid-fast organism 
having properties quite different from 
those of any tubercle bacillus with which 
we are acquainted. This appears to be 
identical with an organism cultivated from 
a few loopfuls of the material used for 
injection which Dr. Friedmann permitted 
us to place on culture media in his pres- 


ence. We requested Dr. Friedmann to 
furnish us with a large amount of this 
material for examination, but this he has 
declined to do. We can state, however, 
that living acid-fast bacteria are being in- 
jected by the intramuscular and intraven- 
ous method, although we are ignorant’ of 
what medium they are suspended in or 
what additional ‘substance or substances 
may -be contained in the final mixture.” 

The report. covers exhaustively the his- 
tory of the Friedmann “cure” so far as 
the facts have been available to the Public 
Health service from the time of its an- 
nouncéement in Berlin, in November, 1912, 
and reveals the efforts. of the Public 
Health service to gather material from 
Dr. Friedmann for its investigation. On 
the whole, Dr. Friedmann’s reluctance to 
furnish certain details “were not  satis- 
factory from a scientific standpoint,” but, 
the report says, “in view of the great 
importance of the. matter to tuberculosis 
patients throughout the country, and in 
the hope that a valuable remedy might 
have at last been found to not only cure 
tuberculosis patients, but to prevent the 
disease, the conditions imposed by Dr. 
Friedmann were accepted.” | 

One of. the. conditions imposed be Dr. 
Friedmann, according to the report, was 


that he would furnish detailed informa- 


tion of the methods of preparing his rem- 
edy when the Public Health board recog- 
nized favorable. results in patients. The 
board found that under all the conditions 
imposed it would have opportunity only 
to study a culture of the bacteria said to 
be used in some way by Dr. Friedmann 
in the preparation of his treatment, to test 
its pathogenicity on the lower animals and 
observe the effect of treatment by him of 
tuberculosis patients with his finished rem- 
edy. These limitations the investigators 
found unsatisfactory from the _ scientific 
standpoint. 

The report is careful to say that Dr. 
Friedmann’s reticence has in no way been 
allowed to interfere with the judgment of 
the board of the effects which it has ob- 
served. The Government investigation is 
not finished, as the tests being conducted 
in the hygienic laboratory and the ob- 
servations of the persons inoculated will 
be continued. 

A dispatch from Washington to the Chi- 
cago Inter-Ocean says: “In making ar- 
rangements for the administration of the 
turtle serum at thirty-six institutions in 
as many States of the country, Dr. Fried- 
mann has successfully evaded any viola- 
tion of the Federal laws regulating the 
sale of commodities in interstate traffic.

TRATE SILVER, BALSAM COPAIBA, 
ALEX, SENNA, CANARY and ANISE 
SEEDS show slight advances. In Essen- 
tial Oils the advances are LEMON 35c, 
CITRONELLA 10c, ORANGE 10c, AN- 
ISE 5c, LIMES 50c. The declines are 
BAY 5c, SANDAL 15c, TURPENTINE 
also declined 5c per gallon. 


THE TARIFF: Among the commodi- 
ties in the drug market most likely to be 
affected by the proposed tariff revision 
are Opium, the present duty of which it 
is proposed to double, raising it from 
$1.50 to $3.00 per Ib. for crude and from 
$2.00 to $4.00 for refined. Cod Liver Oil, 
the existing tariff of which is $4.50 per 
bbl., is scheduled for removal, and Men- 
thol, which has an ad valorem duty of 25%, 
it is proposed to lower to a specific duty of 
50c a pound. Quinine is to remain on 
the free list, and Calomel, hitherto 35%, 
is scheduled for a duty of 15%, as is also 
Balsams Copaiba, Peru and Fir. Caffeine 
now admitted free is booked for a duty of 
$1.00 per pound, and Castile Soap, now 
subject to a specific duty of 1%c per Ib., 
will probably be changed to 10%. Castor 
Oil. duty now 35c per gallon will be re- 
duced to 15c per gallon. Ergot now on the 
free list will have a specific duty of 10c 
per lb., and Formaldehyde now dutiable at 
25% is mentioned in the new bill at a 
specific duty of lc per pound. Reduc- 
tions in duties are set forth in the new 
bill for Boric, Salicyclic and Citric Acids. 
Tonka Beans now on the free list will have 
a specific duty of 25c per pound, and 
Vanilla Beans, also on the free list, a 
specific duty of 50c per pound. Lemon 
Oil, now free of duty, is booked for as- 
sessment of 10%, and Orange, now 25%, 
is also scheduled for a duty of 10%. The 
other essences it is proposed to assess at 
20%. A number of imported roots now

on the free list have been singled out 
for a small specific duty of no material 
importance to the retail dealer. Several 
of the Seeds and almost all of the crude 
spices have also been picked out for spe- 
cific duties—L. & M. 


Quarterly Meeting of the Executive Board 
of the American Druggists’ Fire . 
Insurance Company. 


The A. D. F. I. Co. to Entertain the N. A. R. 
D. Convention. 


The regular Quarterly Meeting of the 
Executive Board of the A. D. F. I. Co. 
was held in Cincinnati on May 16-17. 
There were present Messrs. Avery, Hein- 
ritz, Beal, Kauffman, Rothwell, Zwick and 
Freericks. The board found that the 
company had made splendid progress dur- 


ing the first quarter of the year. Insur- 


ance written during the months of Jan- 
uary, February and March, amounted to 
$3,202,173.33, at a premium of $33,285.39. 
This was an increase over the first three 
months of the preceding year amounting to 
$641,443.12, in insurance written, at a 
premium increase of $6,250.60. The prem- 
ium saving made and allowed to the retail 


drug trade during these three months 
~ amounted to $11,095.13. 


On the 3lst day of March the total in- 
surance in force amounted to $10,550,- 
965.73, at a premium of $109,322.91. Of 
this amount there was re-insured at that 
time insurance amounting to $728,124.50, at 
a premium of $8,456.15. After deducting 
this re-insurance the company, besides its 
capital and surplus, on the business re- 
tained by it, had increased its re-insurance 
reserve to $50,545.89, which is part of the 
total assets amounting to $327,634.21. The 
increase in the re-insurance reserve on the 
business written for the first three months 
of the year amounted to $2,083.92. The 
board authorized the purchase of Ohio 
Municipal Bonds for a total of $9,500.00. 

The net fire losses for the first three 
months of the year amounted to $16,404.46. 
The net expenses for the first three months 
of the year amounted to $10,233.07. The 
total income from the first quarter, not 
including’ maturing bonds, and _ re-insur- 
ance refunded on fire losses, and after 
deducting premiums paid out for re-insur- 
ance amounted to $33,050.43. 


With the increase in business shown it 
is fairly estimated that the company will 
save its policyholders during this year the 
sum of fully $50,000.00 in their premium 
cost. 

The Executive Board devoted considera- 
ble time and attention toward taking part 
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in the entertainment of the N. A. R. D. 
convention, in co-operation with the Ohio. 
Valley Druggists’ Association. Prelimin- 
ary arrangements were made for an enter- 
tainment which will be unique in character. 
It is expected to make the occasion a 
memorable one, without interfering with 
the regular work of the convention. The 
entertainment in mind is expected to do 
credit to the home city of the A. D. F. I. 
Co. 


J. A. Sanford, the newly-elected president 
of the California Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, made a call at our office to discuss 
matters pharmaceutical. He stated that 
there were very evident indications that 
pharmacy was improving, both profession- 


ally and commercially. We agree with 
Mr. Sanford. 


Report on Friedmann Cure by U. S. 


(Continued from page 54.) , 
“Dr. Rupert Blue, Surgeon General of 
the Public Health service, said that the 
arrangements which Dr. Friedmann has 
made to distribute his tuberculosis serum 
in the various States removes him from 
the possibility of prosecution on the part 
of the Federal government. Dr. Blue ex- 
plained that the German savant, by form- 
ing partnerships with physicians in thirty- 
six of the States for the sale of his serum, 
evades the State law which requires a 
license before a physician can practice in 
any State. He likewise evades the Fed- 
eral law by arranging for the manufacture 
of his turtle serum in each of these States 
and selling the entire output within the 
boundary of each State, thereby removing 
it from interstate trade. Dr. Blue fur- 
ther says that Dr. Friedmann likewise 
avoids the publication of the formulas in 
the preparation of his tuberculosis serum. 
According to the officials charged with 
the enforcement of the pure food laws, the 
fact that Dr. Friedmann’s serum is not 
to be placed on the market eliminates the 
publication of formula requirements under 
that act. It was pointed out that unless it 
should be shown that the serum has in- 
jurious effects it would be difficult for 
health authorities anywhere to interfere, 
even should they so desire, with the ad- 
ministration of this much talked of “cure” 
for consumption.
